Vile Conspiracy Exposed—-Mr. M. C 
Cameron Vindicated,” (Goderich, 1892), 
which had reference to certain infamous 


charges brought against him by the 
Goderich Star, and secured a convic 
tion, a withdrawl of the charges and |
